THE PRESEN! CRISIS IN CHINA. 
(Ontributed, ) 

There is no daibt the eyes of the world 
are now directediowards China, and many 
questions are beig asked, as to the cause 
and probable endng of tho present state of 
affairs, Many peories snd explanations 
lave been advaned, but no theory has as 
yet ancceeded in explaining all the factors 
in the case, I dy-not pretend to be able to 
supply a theorr'that will do so, but an

2. Js it an Anti-missionary Movement ? 
To this quostion I do not hesitate to say 
no, Ihave travelled through a nuwber of | 
provinces in China, but havo nover found’ 
anywhere the common people. anything but 
friendly, except when atireed up by false 
rumours, foreign ooniplicstions, or the 
action of the idiotic literati, The Chinese 
have nothing to say against the doctrines 
of Ohristianity aa such; it is only when 
Christianity is misrepresented and carica- 
tured that tha eystem is opposed. Such is 
my opinion, others may differ from me. 
That the missionary question has been 
introduced to serve a purpose is palpablo 
to all, But that this theory explains the 
movement, no one I think will for a mv- 
ment maintain. Upon euch o hypothesis 
the determination to drive out all foreigners 
from Hupeh, Hunan, and Kiangsi is in- 
explicable, Merchant and missionary aro 
threatened alike. In aome places, the mis- 
sionary, where known, is treated with 
respect, and defondcd from calumny and 
violence, 2 
~ 3. 1s it an Anti-foreign Movementf To 
this of course every one anewors yes, But 
though a categorical answer may ba easy, 20 
attempt to explain all the facts is aamewhat 
difficult. For instance, Doca the Ko Lao 
Hui hope to drive foreigners out of China, 
or out of any one proviuce in China, or to 
keep them out of any province thoy may 
..ot yet bave entered ? If it does, it is axd- 
ly mistaken, and the sooner it is convinced 
of ita mistake the better for both Chinese 
and Europeans. Withtens of thousands of 
Chinese in Australia, Now Zealand, Nether- 
lands India, South Africa, United States, 
Canada, Malay Peninsula, &., &e., we 
cannot for dae moment listen to any talk 
of restriction on the part of the Chinese Go. 
vornment, or on the part of any so-called 
party of progress, until foreigners, in pro- 
pertionate numburs at losst, are alluwed to 
reside in China, and travel with the came 
freedom and safety as ore enjoyed by the 
Chinese in thoso lands. To correct such a 
policy will be part of the work of the for- 
eign powers. The walls of seclusion must 
be absolutely broken down. 

There may ba several reasons why the 
present movement is anti-foreign, and op- 
pused to the foreign merchant, foreign 
missionary, and furcign official, “Allow mu 
to suggest one or two. It is within the 
rango of possibility that many of the edu- 
cated Chinese would like to fill the offices 
in the Imperial Customs now, filled by 
Europeans. By many the Imperial Cus- 
toms aro regarded us belunging to, or 
farmed out by, foreign nations, and there. 
foro these ignorant people ore easily moved 
to demonstrations against foreigners, bo- 
cause they aro regarded a8 their oppres- 
sors. I ahould like tu see a proclamation 
extensively ciroulated setting this matter 
before tho Chinese in an uomistakablo 
light. hia section of the anti-foreign 
party, seeing important and lucrative posi 
tions occupied by foreigners in various de- 
partments, will naturally view the foreigner 
with considerable jealousy. 

Again other desirable positions in Naval 
and Military Schools, Arsenals, Colleges, 
telegraph department &c., will bo regard- 
ed as belonging properly to those Chiness 
who have received a slight European 
education, 

Again it must be clear to all the Man- 
darins and the literati, who have fattened 
and flourished under past and present con- 
ditions, that s change is coming over tho 
spirit of their dreama, Now men des‘re 
preetorships and provinces only as a liconso 
to pilfage, and government ia but an excuse 
for rspine. Avarice has in the majority of 
cases, become the end and aim of authority 
and power. The vastness of the Empire in 
detrimental to good government, The 
provinces are uofamiliar {he one with tho 
other, Different customs and dialects in- 
terfere to separate the inhabitants of one 


district from those of another, hence o 
lack of sympathy exiats, which conduces 
somewhat to the safety of foreigners. At 
tho Imperial court favour is purchased, and 
at a distance public opinion vanishes, and 
self interest has no counterpoiso but 
violence. Justice is bought ond sold. 
Bribery and corruption have undermined 
the governmental institutions, Torture ia 
employed to wring from tho misorable 
sufferer confession of a crime of which he 
may possibly be innucent. The civilization 
of Ohiva is mummified, and the people are 
bound in the cerementa of superstitions, 
and crushed by custom and taxation. 
Truthfulness cannut be found, not even 
at the bottom of a well, Lying, de- 
frauding, and cheating orc regarded as 
charactoristica of- a sharp man, and the 
quilt of theft consists in being found out. 
Every abomination, that is conceivable 
exista among the poople, and what they 
would do, and do, they attribute to the 
hated foreigner and will then subject him 
to riots, less and violence. ?
